This doctrine has never been de¬ 
viated from by the English courts since that 
time. In the case of Forbes, vs. Cockrane, 
Uolroyd, (Justice,) speaking oftlie rights 
of a master over his slave, says: ‘When 
such rights are recognized by law, they 
must be considered as founded, nut upon the 
law of nature, hut upon the particular law 
ol that country, and must be cu-extensive

Justice Bert says- ‘Slavery is a local law 
therefore, if a man wish to preserve his 
slaves, let him attach them to him hv nffei 
lion, or make fist the bars of their prison, i

free.’ This, loo, is the doctrine rccogui 
zed on the continent, except where it hat 
been changed by particular edicts nr enact¬ 
ments. li has also been followed by the 
pretnc and circuit courts of the United 
States, and the courts of those Stales 
have published their decisions, so far as they 
have been called to pass judgment on those 
questions. 

The doctrine laid down by the English 
courts does not apply to cases in rite United 
States, where a slave ‘escapes’ from a slave 
State into a free State, lu such c 
does not gain his freedom. This distinc¬ 
tion, however, arises from the provision ol 
our federal Constitution. The framers oil 
that instrument were well acquainted with | 
the law of .-l ivery. The case of Somerset 
had been derided nearly twenty years prior 
to the convention that formed our Constitu¬ 
tion, and while these Stales were provinces 
of the mother country; the doctrine con¬ 
tained in that case was extremely interest¬ 
ing la the then colonies, in all of which, 
that time, slavery existed. Prior to the 
formation of the Constitution. Massachusetts 
abolished slavery ; Vermont had never held 
slaves ; New York and other States were 
taking measures to abolish it. Under the 
cumin hi law, as it then existed, if a slave 
should escape into a free Slate, he would 
thereby gain his trecdoin. lit this way, i’- 
was foreseen that ibis s|iecies of self-emanci¬ 
pation would greatly diminish the value o' 
»Utre? in the southern States. This evil, as 
they deemed it, must lie provided against : 
for liiai purpose, a clause was inserted, that 
'no person held to service or labor in one 
State, escaping into another, should be dis¬ 
charged from such service or labor.' This 
provision is confined to cases of escape, and 
does trot apply to cases where a slave is taken 
to a free Sia'e, or goes there vviili the con¬ 
vent of Ins master. Such has been the uni¬ 
form course of decisions in both the slave 
and free Si3tes. I might cite a irain of de¬ 
cisions to this effect in Maryland, Virginia, 
Kentucky, Mississippi, and Louisiana, a- 
well as io Pennsylvania, Massachusetts. 
Oaio, and Indiana. I believe there is mi

The same 
reasons gave rise to what has usually been 
termed the ‘nine months’ law 5 of the Sian 
of New York, The reasons for passing 
that law were the same as those which 
ged the passage of the law in Pennsylva 
to which I have alluded.

From that moment they possessed the 
full, just, and indisputable right to maintain 
and defend their personal liberty, with nil 
the means and force in their power. Nor 
the least doubt that these 
rights would have been respected by the 
people of New York or Boston, had they 
landed tlierP, instead of going to Nassua.— 

They would have been received as freemen; 
and their rights to the enjoyment of liberty 
would have been sustained in the United 
Stales court, or on the courts of either of 
the States. From the moment they left the 
jurisdiction ol Virginia they were no longer 
slaves ; their former masters had no more 
claim to them, than they had to their mas¬ 
ters who had previously held them in bond¬ 
age. Masters and slaves then stood upon 
the same level, liable to the g one laws, and 
possessing the saints legal right to liberty i 
every respect.
